Now, there is no use whatever in mincing matters. 
We will state nothing bat what we know to be the 
fact, and we will leave it to the public to decide 
whether properly qualified candidates are likely 
to be sought for or to be found. 

Let the reader, then, imagine that he has before 
him three of the most populous and wealthy suburbs 
of Dublin. The churches in these suburbs are 
crowded by attentive congregations. There are 
schools to be minded, hospitals to be visited, the 
sick are to be comforted, the poor are to have the 
Gospel preached to them. Well, the salary of the 
assistant-curates in two or three fashionable suburbs 
amount to £50 a-year, and in the other is nothing 
at all. The congregations, of course, do not know 
this, but it is true nevertheless. 

Imagine, now, a fine old parish church in a 
very poor but populous district in the city 
of Dublin. Suppose there are schools, and Scrip- 
ture readings, and fellowship meetings to be 
attended. Suppose that the emissaries of Rome are 
busy, and have to be met firmly and resolutely ; 
suppose that an energetic man, a scholar and a gen- 
tleman, served this parish for seven years as curate, 
but that a saving could be made, for he had a curate’s 
regular salary. At first, a young gentleman was 
brought in, as a nomination curate only, to assist 
him, and then the seven years’ curate was dismissed,

After many false rumours, alter several attempts on 
a small scale, it has become a fact at last: Garibaldi has 
landed with his main force on this side of the Faro. 


His victory is more than probable, because, according to 
the news from every quarter, the lands wants strength 
and will for resistance, because to conquer is easy where 
cowardice and treachery play into the conqueror’s hands, 
and where only fear, weakness, vacillation, and con- 


fusion prevail ; Garibaldi appears to be, indeed, the 
man wished for by millions. Naples, it is true, is 
quiet amidst all this anarchy, but the quiet is 
only on the surface, the work of the conspiracy 


secretly prevailing, the consequence of the password 
uttered by the Italian “ Unita.“ As Garibaldi ap- 
proaches the capital of the mainland, the storm will 


burst forth, and if no turn of affairs takes place in the 
last hour of danger, nothing will assuredly remain, 
when this stage is reached fur the King to do but to go 
on board a ship, which will convev him, as some think, 
to Spain, or, as others say, to Geeta. In Gaeta, how- 
ever, the King would not be able to stay loug, for 
Gaeta is only a safe residence so long as it cannot be 
blotkaded by sea, and unfortunately it is precisely the 


Neapolttee navy that feels most sympathy with Gari- 
baldi, and decidedly will go over to him altogether on 
the fall of Naples. 

According to the latest intelligence Francis II. is 
prepared and ready for everything. He is resigned, 
but stIll hopes that his troops will flight well for him. 
The members of the Royal Family are either absent, or 
ready for their departure, all provi led with passports, 
The position of the young king is lamentable. Neither the 


rerewal of the constitution of 1848, nor the attempt to 
form an alliance with Sardinia—both of them thought 
of too late—was capable of reinstating him ip 
pubi ' opinion ; no one believes in his con- 
stitutionalixm, and not the elightest sympathy 
for him is manifested by the people. Unheeded 
he relies upon the Lazzaroni, upon whom his father 
could unconditionally depend, but even they have 
abandoned the cause of royalty, for probably the revolu- 
tionary party has paid them. better than the helpless 
sovereigo, dom ineers d over by his Ministers, and partly, 
no doubt, betrayed by them. These last are not 
united among themselves ; they are divided on the 
question—confederation or annexation, But even 


already it is perceptible that the standard of annexation, 
of Italian unity, will gradually throw into the shade 
that of alliance with Kome and Piedmont, and the 
latter will have disappeared the instant. Garibaldi vie- 
toriously approaches Naples. The catastrophe, ls 
therefore, unless something unexpected occur, and the 
valiant conqueror be beaten by ‘the generals of the 
King—inevitable. France IL, like Louis XV., pays 
the penalty of the peccata majorum, Such is the result 
of that system of rule which denies a nation all its 
demands, which takes back again all that it had 
granted in the hour of revolution, instead of finally 
modelling it into tree constitutional forms during tran- 
quil times. It may be said, King Ferdinand, who 
hated, persecuted, imprisoned, and proscribed the 
liberal “ Galantuomini,” and who, with the help of the 
“vile multitude, stifled all freedom aud carried out 
reacuoo in the worst form of a pituful police, dependent 
on a huge system of espionage—this King, the father, 
has, although in his grave, now rumed hie aon. Francis 
LL falis undoubtedly for the reason that he is unable 
to offer his people any moral guarantees towards a better 
future ; and nothing is more probable than that his own 
ministers will desert him as soon as the man who has 
become the idol of the people shall show himself in the 
Gulf of Naples. 

But what will happen when the lamentable catas- 
trophe has occurred? When Francis II. quits his 
country,to whom does it belong? Will he abdicate 
in favour of his half-brother ? Will the Dictator plant 
himself upon the throne of the Bourbons, or will the 
Sardinian party decree forthwith the annexation of the 
kingdom of the Two Sicillies to Piedmont ? Will Gari- 
baldi pause, or at once proceed against the Roman 
States, and will he leave behind him a pro-dictator—a 
lieutenant at Naples? Will the land and sea forces un- 
conditionally submit to him, and the kingdom cheer- 
fully return to order, which has now universaily 
disappeared, and the restoration of which in the island of 
Sicily, notwithstanding Garibaldi's numerous iovita- 
tions, has been hitherto far from complete. 


We believe the fiery patriot will find it easier to con- 
quer a kingdom which probably will not strike a blow 
in its defence, than to retain it, and we believe the diffi- 
culties of Garibaldi will considerably increase with the 

ssion of so extensive a kingdom. Garibaldi cannot 
stand still, nor will he. He considers himself destined to 
effect the unity of Italy; he must have Rome and the 
States of the Church, and Venice and Venetia as well. Bu- 
we do not believe he will blindly place the Kingdom of the 
T wo Sicilies under the sceptreot Victor Emmanuel, for he 
distrusts Count Cavour, who bas no longer clean hands 
since the interview at Plomibieres. Garibaldi feels no 
inclination, in order to obtain French edhesion, to sacri- 
fice an Italian province in the North, that he may annex 
the South of the Italian Peninsula to Sardinia. Here, 
then, isthe point where the silence of the Powers must 
at last be broken. Before Garibaldi follows up his 
plans beyond the frontiers of Naples, the secret ar- 
raugements between Victor Emmanuel and Garibaldi 
must come to light, France must throw off her her 
cloak, and the other great Powers must in some 
form or other arrive at a fixed determination re- 
specting Italy. Or can it be possible that the rulers of 
the great European States, whose armies stand accoutred 
in ranks numbering hundreds of thousands, but inactive, 
will look on passively even after the overthrow of their 
legitimate royal brovher, whilst a bold and thoroughly 
revolutionary freebooter pulls down one sovereign after 
another, and drives away the chief of Catholic Christen- 
dom from the seat he and bis predecessors have held 
for more than a thousand years?
